Wages and the Cost of Living 
In Minnesota. 
A correspondent writing from St. Paul, 
Minnesota, to the New York Times 
gives some interesting particulars of the 
currant wages and cost of living in this 
part of the country. The Times is a 
Free Trade paper. The correspondent 
says: 
Carpenters’ w ages are as high now as 
ten years ago, and the better class of 
workmen receive from $1 to $2 a week 
more. 
Brick-layers’ wages are about 
the same. There is a good demand for 
all such labor, and had it not been for 
the labor troubles last spring, 
which 
prevented capitalists from starting new 
buildings and improvements,there would 
be very few idle men in the Northwest 
to-day. Stonecutters got $3 and $3.50 
per day in 1876, and get the same now. 
The strike in St. Paul last spring for 
$3 50 for eight hours’ work was not suc­ 
cessful. 
Plumbers' wages are about the 
same, but some bosses are giving the 
same wages now for nine hours’ work as 
they did for ten in 1876. The average 
wages of job printers in 1876 were $14.65. 
The average is now $10,25, an increase 
of $1.60 per week. 
Daily wages of first* 
class printers in 1876 were $2.47, against 
$2.71 now*, an increase of 24 cents per 
day. 
The wages of tailors, sewing girls, 
shoemakers, and that class of people 
who work in factories have increased 
about 3 per cent. 
In those factories 
where work is done by the piece the in­ 
troduction of improved machinery has 
enabled operatives to turn out more 
work and consequently carn more mon­ 
ey in the same length of time at the 
same rate of wages. 
In the great mills 
of Minneapolis there has been a steady 
increase in wages. 
A canvass of the 
principal mills there shows that of the 
men who now receive $2.25 per day and 
under there has been an incresee of ten 
per cent in wages since 1876. To men who 
receive from $2.25 to $2.50 per day their 
wages are as high now as then. 
Men 
who got $1.50 in 1876 now get $1.75. 
Laborers on city contracts are very little, 
if any, better off now’ than they were ten 
rears ago. The average price for day 
laborers then was $1.25, rind that is 
about the 
average 
now. 
It is not 
enough. 
When it comes to the cost of 
living now as compared with ten years 
ago tile difference is fully as great in 
favor of the working-man as the increase 
in wages. 
Clothing is about twenty-five 
per cent cheaper. 
A good honest suit of 
clothes which cost $25 ten years ago eau 
be bought now for $18 or $20. There 
has not been ho great a reduction in the 
finer qualities of clothing at in the com­ 
mon articles. A suit of clothes, strong, 
well made, and good enough for anyone, 
can be bought in any clothing store in 
St. 
Paul for $12 to $15, and a sixteen- 
year-old boy can get a complete outfit, 
except shoes and hat for $8 to $10. 
These cost fully twenty five per cent, 
more in 1876. 
Heavy flannel and wool­ 
en goods of all kinds have declined 
about twenty-five per cent. 


H o usek eep in g P osts. 
Complaints are made 
from various 
sections of a band of baking powder 
tramps whose tricks upon the unsus­ 
pecting housekeepers seem to partake 
very much of the nature of confidence 
operations, The band is composed of 
women, although employed and directed 
by an agent of the other sex, and their 
methods of procedure, as explained by 
several ladies who have been victimized, 
is as follows: Obtaining access to the 
kichcn, they introduce the subject of 
baking powders, inquiring the kind used 
in the family. 
Being shown the can, 
perhaps a fresh, full one, they volunteer 
to “ test” it to ascertain its qualities. 
Their “ test” consists iu placing the can 
on a hot stove or over a lamp or gas jet, 
or in mixing the baking powder with 
water both hot and cold. 
If the baking 
powder is good for anything the heat 
will, of course, expel the gas, which be­ 
ing ammonical or carbolic, is apparent 
to the sense of smell. The claim is then 
made that this odor indicates something 
detrimental, although, as a matter of 
fact, a baking powder that would give 
off no gas when subjected to heat would 
be without leavening powder and value­ 
less. They will also mix the baking 
powder given them with water 
If pure 
it efferverces quickly. The baking pow­ 
der they peddle being similarly mixed 
foams up slowly like yeast, standing, 
perhaps, over the top of the glass. This 
they claim as evidence of superiority, 
whereas it is the exhibition of a trick 
only, their baking powder having been 
specially prepared to make this test by 
the addition of flour, gum or albumen. 
It is sure evidence of adulteration. Of 
course the object of these fraudulent 
tricks is to destroy confidence in all oth­ 
er kinds of baking powder, and to sell 
the particular brand for which the wom­ 
en are traveling. 
Were this the whole of the operation, 
housekeepers would not often be de­ 
ceived. 
Every intelligent person knows 
that baking powder is not made to be 
used in this way, but in cooking where 
its action is entirely different from that 
produced by drv heat or by mixture with 
water alone. The chief object of this 
jugglery is to destroy the baking pow­ 
der given for testing; or by beating it to 
drive off its leavening gasses, and so 
weaken it that when used it will fail to 
work. 
At the next baking there is heavy 
food, of course, and the “ tramp” proba­ 
bly gets the credit of having told the 
housekeeper a valuable fact, instead of 
having spoiled her baking powder, as 
was actually the case. 
The average 
“ tramp” will, in this way, destroy from 
fifty to seventy-five pounds of baking 
powder a (lay. 
A second method for spoiling for use 
the baking powder in a kitchen where 
they are permitted to experiment with it 
is by dexterously throw ing in the can a 
small quantity of salt, soda, or powder­ 
ed lime. 
Again, should there chance to 
be no baking powder in the bouse, the 
operators will produce, of the kiuu used 
by the family, a sample that has beeu 
purposly adulterated or “doctored” to 
to make such an exhibit as they desire 
under the so-cailce test. 
The only way to protect our food from 
being contaminated by tramps of this 
kind is to turn all persons who wish to 
attempt to tamper with it unceremon­ 
iously from the door, and to use those 
articles 
only, 
which experience has 
proved satisfactory, or the official tests 
have established as pure and whole­ 
some.

NIGHT W A T C H M E N . 


An 
Invention Which Accurately Tells 
Whether They I>o Their Duty. 
“ There has been a great demand of 
late years for a clock that would record 
Hie going and coming of night watch­ 
men in factories, hotels and other largo 
buildings,” said a manufacturer to a 
reporter recently. 
“ You may provide 
a building liberally with fire-escapes, 
but they are of little use if the watch­ 
man, being asleep, neglects to give the 
alarm when the lire breaks out 
Thus 
the best of all precautions is the ‘elec­ 
tric watchman’s clock and register.’ 
Watchmen are no better than other 
mortals; they will grow weary and 
sleepy, and some of them would rather 
doze all night in an arm-chair in some 
snug cornier than march their appointed 
rounds. 
But the electric clock and 
register is an invention that serves tis 
the most potent stimulus to the watch­ 
man to make him go his rounds. 
It is 
so arranged as to serve for any desired 
number of stations, and controlling 
from one to ten watchmen if necessary. 
At each station the watchman inserts a 
key and gives one full turn. 
This 
makes its unfailing record on a blank 
which is locked inside the clock in the 
office, and which is so placed that no 
watchman, however ingenious or sly, 
can tamper with it. 
The record when 
taken out in the morning shows exactly 
what stations the watchman visited in 
the night and the time of his visits.” 
“Are there no other contrivances, 
portable and more sample, that answer 
the purpose?” 
“There are other contrivances, cer­ 
tainly, but none so reliable as the elec­ 
tric eloek. 
For instance, there is a con­ 
trivance which a watchman 
carries 
about with him. 
This contains a paper 
dial on which record is to be made dur­ 
ing the night by the use of a key fas­ 
tened at each station to be visited. This 
is delivered to the watchman when he 
goes on duty. 
The blank paper dial is 
locked inside of it. 
But supplying him­ 
self with a lot of false station keys the 
watchman can punch a1! the holes he 
pleases and deliver tho detector to the 
proper official in the morning correctly 
marked. 
I tell you it is a good deal of 
trouble for a watchman to walk about 
all night. 
There are some people, even 
night watchmen, who think the night 
wa* made for sleep and rest. 
One such 
who had been employed in a large hotel 
where the portable detector had been iii 
use, astonished his employers bv resign­ 
ing shortly after they procured an elec­ 
trical. 
He admitted that the new clock 
kept him going all night and disturbed 
hi-nM . 
Under the old arrangement 
he had 
slumbered and lounged to 
his heart’s content. The superintendent 
of a large factory recently rigged a pe­ 
dometer to a night watchman. The man 
faithfully went his rounds, and in the 
morning 
the, 
machine 
registered 
nearly fifteen miles. 
In a large factory 
in Connecticut where the portable detec­ 
tor is in use, one of the officials took a 
notion one night to walk quietly through 
and see what was going on. 
To ii;- 
-urprise he found the watchman lying 
in a half-drunken condition in the en­ 
gine-room. Ile thought, of course, that 
in the morning the dial would be pre­ 
sented in a very imperfect condition. 
But he was very much astonished to find 
it brought to the office with all the 
markings duly made. 
Ile said nothing, 
but took observations the next night, 
and noted a similar -tate of affairs, the 
markings being apparently correct in 
the morning. 
The watchman was sum­ 
moned to the office and ordered to gi vc an 
account of himself and hi.* detector. The 
explanation was so rambling and inco­ 
herent that the man was at once dis­ 
missed. 
The factory folks were mysti­ 
fied and racked their brains to discover 
how a drunken man, who spent most of 
his nights in an engine-room, could pro­ 
duce -ach records in the morning. After 
many days they learned that the deceit­ 
ful fellow ffad procured a number of 
blank paper dials aud also a key to the 
look which shut them in. 
ife would 
pick them in the evening before going 
on duty, then open the concern, take 
out the blank which had been supplied 
him and slip the fraudulent one in its 
place.—X. I'. Mail arui Express.

A good theatrical moon is a trouble­ 
some thing to construct. 
The old­ 
fashioned moon was a tin moon box 
about like a milk pan, covered with silk 
or transparent paper, behind which two 
or three candles were inserted. 
This 
was rigged on invisible wires and thus 
operated bv a man who slowly drew it 
upwaid. 
This was unsatisfactory, es­ 
pecially to those in the front seats." 
The best moon now is made by using 
two drops. 
Out of the first in which is 
the sky scene, is cut a strip a yard wide 
it being the path up which the moon is 
to travel. 
Immediately behind and so 
close that the piece so removed is not 
discernible, is a second drop. 
From 
this a round piece is removed and the 
place covered by white or yellow silk or 
some transparent cloth, and from be­ 
hind a strong calcium light is thrown 
on * 
Ilk. 
The moon is made to rise 
by g. 
y hauling up the back drop. 
Clouds are usually painted on strips 
extending across the path cut in the 
first drop, serving both to strengthen 
the drop laterally and add to the realism 
of the scene by having the moon disap- 
near for a moment under a cloud.—

Rev. Thomas Ewing Sherman, of the 
Society of Jesus, who has just been 
appointed professor of rhetoric in the 
Jesuit college at Detroit, is spending 
August at Georgetown university, in 
West 
Washington, writes a corre­ 
spondent of the New York World. His 
life reads like a romance. 
A few years 
ago he was one of the most dashing 
and popular young men in Washing­ 
ton society. 
His father was general of 
the armies of the United States and 
almost doted on the promising young 
man. 
A bright worldly future was be­ 
fore him. 
His uncle, the senator, was 
to initiate him into politics, and soon, 
it was expected by his fond father, the 
boy would be adding luster to the 
•Sherman name. 
He had graduated 
from the classical department of the 
Georgetown college with highest hon­ 
ors. 
He was handsome, manly, full 
of animal life, and apparently devot­ 
ed to social pleasures. There was 
even some talk of his intended mar­ 
riage to a y'oung lady of Cincinnati. 
At this juncture, however, when his 
parents and friends expected him to 
settle down and come out a brilliant 
future, ail the Washington world was 
shocked by the announcement that 
young Thomas had made up his mind 
to forsake the world, don the Jesuit 
cassock,and take the vows of poverty, 
chastity' arid obedience.

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California and Florida Honey. 
It may not be known to many that 
California is favored with a growth 
of foliage especially adapted for the 
growth of honey. The finest produced 
in that state is a clear white, very 
sweet and rich. 
It is the product of 
the white sage, with which Southern 
California is 
abundantly supplied. 
Tho next In quality is from the su­ 
mac. This is of a light amber hue, 
und is also sweet, with a very fine fla­ 
vor. 
Another class of honey is pro­ 
duce*! from the tar weed. 
This is 
rather dark in color, and has a bitter­ 
ish taste. For this reason it is not so 
well liked as the other varieties men­ 
tioned, and at t imes is scarcely sala­ 
ble. The flavor of the California hon­ 
ey’ is entirely* different from that pro­ 
duced in New York state and vicinity, 
where the white clo\er is the main 
source of supply for the bees to work 
upon. Consequently it finds a market 
among those who prefer a rich and 
sweet article for their own use, tile 
white-sage honey having also a fine 
consistency which at times is much de­ 
sired. The New York Mail and Ex­ 
press, to which we are indebted for 
the above facts, sa\rs also that within 
a short time a few bee culturists have 
tried Florida as a honey-producing 
state. The success which has attended 
their 
efforts 
has induced 
others 
to 
engage 
in 
tlie 
enterprise. 
It 
is 
expected 
that 
one 
of 
the finest honeys ever produced will 
be soon in the markets for general 
sale. Tho 
transplanted bees have 
taken a great fancy to the orange 
blossom, and from it produce a honey 
very delicious in flavor. At present 
the Florida orange-blossom honey is 
a novelty, and commands as good 
prices as any brought to tfie New 
York market. 
If there i s anything in 
a name, orange-blossom boney ought 
to command a good price.

Tile Concord Grape. 


Springfield Republican. 
The horticulturists of Boston and 
vicinity, held a meeting recently to 
commemorate the introduction of the 
Concord grape, and a testimonial wa 
bestowed upon E. W. Bull,of Concord, 
through whose experiments this far- 
famed grape originated. Mr. Bull told 
tite story of the grape in this wise: 
“You ask me how I got the Concord? 
At the loot of a wooded hill with a 
south aspect, a wooded *oil and shel­ 
ter from all winds coming from the 
north of east and of west,the hill coin­ 
ing down to the road at Hawthorne s 
‘Wayside’ on the west and to the 
same road about l,50Ufeet east of the 
‘Wayside,’ forming an amphitheater 
of which tile road formed the chord­ 
al! the conditions favorable to the 
grape being present, I expected to 
grow grapes to perfection without dif­ 
ficulty, but this hope was doomed to 
disappointment; tile late and early 
frosts incident to the valley of the 
Concord made it impossible to ripen 
any' grape thtn in cultivation. The 
thought occurred to me that it might 
be possible to improve the native 
grape by reproduction by* seed, and I 
looked about for the best grape which 
met the necessary' conditions of hardi­ 
ness, vigorous growth, size of berry 
and bunch, early* ripening, and, with 
these conditions, 
as 
good flavor 
as the wild grape affords. 
At the 
loot 
of 
the 
hill 
before 
men­ 
tioned a woodland path, leading to 
the river, debouched into the open 
space, and there I found an accidental 
seedling, which in 1843 bore its first 
crop. 
It was very full of fruit, hand­ 
some and sweet, and the w hole c r o p - 
dead ripe—had fallen to the ground 
before August went out. 
Here was 
my opportunity. 
I planted these 
grapes at once and got many vines, 
most of them harsh and wild, but one 
of them bore a single bunch winch I 
found ripe on the 18th of Septeimter, 
1849, 
six years from the sowing 
of the seed. This was the Concord. 
When 
I 
found 
that 
I 
had 
at­ 
tained such a gratifying success at 
a leap, so to sjieak, I res oh en to 
continue my efforts, in the hope of es­ 
tablishing the vineyard in Massachu- 
setts, which had been found impossi­ 


b l e up to that time 
In this I have 
succeeded, and in establishing a strain 
ol seedlings giving new grapes to the 
country almost yearly. Tho marvel­ 
ous success of the Concord, its adapt­ 
ability to all soils and climates where 
grapes can be grown, its patient en­ 
durance of neglect, its wonderful fer­ 
tility in ordinary soils, and its habit 
of giving the country seedlings of val­ 
ue justify and explain the general ac­ 
ceptance and foreshadow the time 
when we shall have, of our own stock, 
grapes equal to those of Europe."

The 
committee soon returned and reported 
that the names of W. W. Hartley and J. 
J. Howe were unanimously chosen but 
they were divided on the third man, A. 
J. Halstead’s name having been present­ 
ed and also that of W. A Fleming. 
In 
order to settle the matter satisfactory a 
vote of the convention was ordered on 
all four names three to.be selected. 
On 
the first ballot W. W. Hartley received 
17 out of 22 votes, on the next ballot J. 
J. Howe received 12 out of 20 votes: 
this left the third delegate to be selected 
from the two remaining candidates, the 
ballot resulting in 17 votes for W . A 
Fleming and 
four for A- J- Halstead, 
this making the delegation W. W. Hart­ 
ley, J. J. Howe and W. A. Fleming. 
The following resolutions were intro­ 
duced and adopted by the convention: 


R e s o l v e d , 
That it is the general de­ 
sire of the republicans of Crow 
Wing 
county that the county should be divid­ 
ed into four commissioners districts, and 
wc would earnestly request the county 
commissioners at their next meeting to 
take action on the matter so that five 
commissioners may be elected at the next 
election. 
Resolved, 
That the delegates to the 
district convention be and is hereby in­ 
structed to support C. B, Burk man for 
State senator provided that he and his 
followers support the interests of this 
county at said convention. 
A motion was made and seconded that 
the delegates to the legislative conven­ 
tion at Little Falls be instructed to stand 
by and work for Leon E. Lum, first, last 
and all the time, which was unanimous­ 
ly carried. 
A motion was also made and carried 
instructing the delegates to the State 
convention to work for the nomination 
of C’. A. Gillman for Governor, and We 
W. Hartley for Clerk of the Supreme 
court first, last and all the time. 
A committee was appointed to wait on 
Leon E. Lum and introduce him to the 
convention, which was done, and that 
gentleman addressed them in a few well 
chosen words. 
On motion the Chairman read the 
names of the following gentlemen as a 
County committee who was elected by a 
vote of the Convention: 
J. N. Nevers, 
A. M. Bratt, J. L. Camp, J. J. Howe 
and Wm. Paine. 
The Convention then adjourned after 
which they partook of a suyply of “ har­ 
mony cigars” which were furnished by 
Geo. Holland,for the occasion. 


Wages and the Cost of Living 
In Minnesota. 
A correspondent writing from St. Paul, 
Minnesota, to the New York Times 
gives some interesting particulars of the 
currant wages and cost of living in this 
part of the couatry. 
The Times is a 
Freo Trade paper. 
The correspondent 
says: 
Carpenters’ wages are as high now as 
ten years ago, and the better class of 
workmen receive from $1 to $2 a week 
more. 
Brick layers’ wages are about 
the same. 
There is a good demand for 
all such labor, and had it not been for 
the labor troubles last spring, 
which 
prevented capitalists from starting new 
buildings and improvements,there would 
be very few idle men in the Northwest 
to-day. 
Stonecutters got $3 and $1.50 
per day in 1876, and get the same now. 
The strike in St. Paul last spring for 
$3 50 for eight hours’ work was not suc­ 
cessful. 
Plumbers’ wages are about the 
same, but some bosses are giving the 
same wages now for nine hours’ work as 
they did for ten in 1876. The average 
wages of job printers in 1876 were $14.65. 
The average is now $16,2-5, an increase 
of $1.60 per week. 
Daily wages of first- 
class printers in 1876 were $2.47, against 
$2.71 now, an increase of ‘24 cents per 
day. 
The wages of 
tailors, sewing girls, 
shoemakers, and that class of people 
who work in factories have increased 
about 3 per cent. 
In those factories 
where work is done by the piece the in­ 
troduction of improved machinery has 
enabled operatives to turn out more 
work and consequently earn more mon­ 
ey in the same length of time at the 
same rate of wages. 
In the great mills 
of Minneapolis there has been a steady 
increase in wages. 
A canvass of the 
principal mills there shows that of the 
men who now receive $2.25 per day and 
under there has been an incresee of ten 
per cent in wages since 1876. To men who 
receive from $2.25 to $2 .50 per day their 
wages are as high now as then. 
Men 
who got $1 50 in 1876 now get $1.75. 
Laborers on city contracts are very little, 
if any, better off now than they were ten 
Tears ago. 
The average price for day 
laborers then was $125, and that is 
about the 
average 
now. 
It is not 
enough. 
When it comes to the cost of 
living now as compared with ten years 
ago the difference is fully as great in 
favor of the working-man as the increase 
in wages. 
Clothing is about twenty-five 
per ceut cheaper. 
A good honest suit of 
clothes which cost $25 ten years ago can 
he bought now for $18 or $20. 
There 
has not been so great a reduction in the 
finer qualities o f clothing at in the com­ 
mon articles. 
A suit of clothes, strong, 
well made, and good enough for anyone, 
can lie bought in any clothing store in 
St. 
Paul for $12 to $15, and a sixteen- 
year-old boy can get a complete outfit, 
except shoes and hat for $8 to $10. 
These cost fully twenty five per cent, 
more in 1876. 
Heavy flannel and wool­ 
en goods of all kinds have declined 
about twenty-five per cent.

H ousekeepin g Pests. 
Complaints are made 
from various 
sections of a band of baking powder 
tramps whose tricks upon the unsus­ 
pecting housekeepers seem to partake 
very much of the nature of confidence 
operations, 
The band is composed of 
women, although employed and directed 
by an agent of the other sex, and their 
methods of procedure, as explained by 
several ladies who have been victimized, 
is as follows: 
Obtaining access to the 
kichen, they introduce the subject of 
baking powders, inquiring the kind used 
in the family. 
Being shown the can, 
perhaps a fresh, full one, they volunteer 
to “test” it to ascertain its qualities. 
Their “ test” consists iu placing the can 
on a hot stove or over a lamp or gas jet, 
or in mixing the baking powder with 
water both hot and cold. 
If the baking 
powder is good for anything the heat 
w ill, of course, expel the gas, which be­ 
ing ammonica! or carbolic, is apparent 
to the sense of smell. 
The claim is then 
made that this odor indicates something 
detrimental, although, as a matter of 
fact, a baking powder that would give 
off no gas when subjected to heat would 
be without leavening powder and value­ 
less. 
They w ill also mix the baking 
powder given them with water. 
If pure 
it effcrverces quickly. 
The baking pow­ 
der they pedule being similarly mixed 
foams up slowly like yeast, standing, 
perhaps, over the top of the glass. 
This 
they claim as evidence of superiority, 
whereas it is the exhibition of a trick 
only, their baking powder having been 
specially prepared to make this test by 
the addition of flour, gum or albumen. 
It is sure evidence of adulteration. 
Of 
course the object of these frandulcnt 
tricks is to destroy confidence in all oth­ 
er kinds of baking powder, and to sell 
the particular brand for which the wom­ 
en are traveling. 
Were this the whole of the operation, 
housekeepers would not often be de­ 
ceived. 
Every intelligent person knows 
that baking powder is not made to be 
used in this way, but in cooking where 
its action is entirely different from that 
produced by drv heat or by mixture with 
water alone. 
The chief object of this 
jugglery is to destroy the baking pow­ 
der given for testing; or by heating it to 
drive off its leavening gasses, and so 
weaken it that when used it w ill fail to 
work. 
At the next baking there is heavy 
food, of course, and the “ tramp” proba­ 
bly gets the credit of having told the 
housekeeper a valuable fact, instead of 
having spoiled her baking powder, as 
was actually the case. 
The average 
“ tramp” will, in this way, destroy from 
fifty to seventy-five pounds of baking 
powder a day. 
A second method for spoiling for use 
the baking powder in a kitchen where 
they are permitted to experiment with it 
is by dexteriously throwing in the can a 
small quantity of salt, soda, or powder­ 
ed lime. 
Again, should there chance to 
be no baking powder in the house, the 
operators will produce, of the kina used 
by the family, a sample that has beeu 
purposly adulterated or “doctored” to 
to make such an exhibit as they desire 
under the so-cailee test. 
The only way to protect our food from 
being contaminated by tramps of this 
kind is to turn all persons who wish to 
attempt to tamper with it unceremon­ 
iously from the door, and to use those 
articles 
only, 
which experience has 
proved satisfactory, or the official tests 
have established as pure and whole­ 
some.

“There h:us been a great demand of 
late years for a clock that would record 
the going and com ing of night watch­ 
men in factories, hotels and other largo 
buildings,” said a manufacturer to a 
reporter recently. 
“ You may provide 
a building liberally with fire-escapes, 
but they are of little use if the watch­ 
man, btting asleep, neglects to give the 
alarm when the lire breaks out. 
Thus 
the best of all precautions is the ‘elec­ 
tric watchm an’s clock and register.’ 
W atchmen are no better than other 
mortals; they will grow weary and 
sleepy, and some of them would rather 
doze all night in an arm-chair in some 
snug corner than march their appointed 
rounds. 
But the electric clock and 
register is an invention that serves as 
the most potent stimulus to the watch­ 
man to make him go his rounds. 
It is 
so arranged as to serve for any desired 
number of stations, 
and controlling 
from one to ten watchmen if necessary. 
At each station the watchman inserts a 
key and gives one full turn. 
This 
makes its unfailing record on a blank 
which is locked inside the clock in the 
office, and which is so placed that no 
watchman, however ingenious or sly, 
can tamper with it. 
The record when 
taken out in the morning shows exactly 
what stations the watchman visited in 
the night and the time of his visits.” 
“ Are there no other contrivances, 
portable and more simple, that answer 
the purpose?” 
“There are other contrivances, cer­ 
tainly, but none so reliable as the elec­ 
tric clock. 
For instance, there is a con­ 
trivance which a watchman 
carries 
about with him. 
This contains a paper 
dial on which record is to be made dur­ 
ing the night by the use of a key fas­ 
tened at each station to be visited. This 
is delivered to the watchman when he 
goes on duty. 
The blank paper dial is 
locked inside of it. 
But supplying him­ 
self with a lot of false station keys the 
watchman can punch all the holes he 
pleases and deliver the detector to the 
proj>er official in the morning correctly 
marked. 
I tell you it is a good deal of 
trouble for a watchman to walk about 
all night. 
There are some people, even 
night watchmen, who think the night 
was made for sloop and re>t. 
One such 
who had been employed in a large hotel 
where the portable detector had been in 
use, astonished his employers by resign­ 
ing shortly after they procured an elec­ 
trical. 
He admitted that the new clock 
kept him going all night and disturbed 
his rest. 
Under the old arrangement 
he had 
slumbered and 
lounged to 
his heart’s content. The superintendent 
of a large factor}' recently rigged a pe­ 
dometer to a night watchman. The man 
faithfully went his rounds, and in the 
morning 
the 
machine 
registered 
m arly fifteen miles. 
In a large factory 
in Connecticut where the portable detec­ 
tor is in use, one of the officials took a 
notion one night to walk quietly through 
and s«*e what was going on. 
To his 
surprise he found the watchman lying 
in a half-drunken condition in the en­ 
gine-room. He thought, of course, that 
in the morning the dial would be pre­ 
sented in a very imperfect condition. 
But he was very much astonished to find 
it brought to the office with all the 
markings duly made. 
He said nothing, 
but took 
observations the next night, 
and noted a similar state of affairs, Use 
markings being apparently correct in 
the morning. 
The watchman was sum­ 
moned to the office and ordered to give an 
account of himself and his detector. The 
explanation was so rambling and inco­ 
herent that the man was at once dis­ 
missed. 
The factory folks were mysti­ 
fied and racked their brains to discover 
how a drunken man, who spent most of 
hi- nights in an engine-room, could pro­ 
duce such records in the morning. After 
many days they learned Uiat the deceit­ 
ful 
fellow tfad procured a number of 
blank paper dials aud also a key to the 
lock which shut them in. 
lie would 
pick them in the evening before going 
on duty, then open the concern, take 
out the blank which had been supplied 
him and slip the fraudulent one in its 
place.—N. Y. Mail ami Express.

place covered by white or yellow silk or

Clouds are usually painted on strips

The subject is too far 
away, and may well be left embalmed 
in books of history. 


As an illustration of the increasing 
thrift of the colored people in the 
south,it maybe noted that in Charles­ 
ton, S.C., there are 1,057 negroes who 
have accounts in savings banks, the 
total amount on deposit being $125,- 
000. One pure blooded African has 
nearly $7,000 in a bank,besides owning 
a $10,000 plantation mortgaged for 
only $3,000. 


The anarchists in some of the larger 
cities are threatening dire revenge if 
the condemned Chicago 
anarchists 
are hanged. Possibly some of these 
threats may be fulfilled, though they 
are generally regarded as intended 
solely to save their brethren. 
But 
many of these people are extreme 
fanatics and no one can tell what 
such people may do. 


Ocean travel was never before so 
cheap as it is now. Many of the 
steamship offices in New York display 
the sign, “TwelveDollars to London,” 
which is the price for steerage passage 
under the cut rates. Some of the 
lines are giving a cabin rate of $50, 
which will probably be made still 
lower by the competition forthisclass 
of passengers, as they yield the largest 
profits. As a result of the reduced 
rates, ocean travel is increasing in 
volume everv year. 


The constitution of Nebraska con­ 
tains a novel provision under which 
the people may express their prefer­ 
ence for a Cnited States senator at 
the state election preceding the ses­ 
sion of the legislature which is to elect 
a senator. For ten years this curious 
provision has been a dead letter. The 
senators have all been electt-d the 
usual way, the legislature being trust, 
ed to make the choice. Now for the 
first time in the history of the state 
the people are to vote for their favor­ 
ite and instruct their representatives. 
The experiment will be watched with 
interest.

The statisticians of England cipher 
out that life in th at country has some­ 
what increased in duration during the 
last generation, and the sanitarians 
attribute the gain to the better care 
which has been taken of the public 
health since what is called sanitary 
science has become a subject of special 
study. But Dr. Thomas S. Sozinskey 
of Philadelphia writes an elaborate 
paper in the Medical and Surgical Re­ 
porter to express his doubt as to the 
theory that the average length of hu­ 
man life is increasing, and presents an 
array of figures of the m ortality in 
England and the United States to sus­ 
tain his view. 
He shows by authen 
tic figures th at life is longest in Ire­ 
land, whose people, Dr. Lozinskev 
says, are supposed to be singularly 
oblivious to sanitary science. Tho in­ 
fluences working against the race he 
holds to be the artificial mode of ex­ 
istence in civilized countries.

There are black-tail deer and white 
tail deer, two distinct varieties of the 
same si>e;*ies, but until recently a 
white black-tail deer with black horns 
was unknown in this section. Yet 
this curious freak of nature has been 
found in the Owl Mountains, north of 
this point, and killed by “Indian 
John,” a half-breed hunter of this vi­ 
cinity. The animal was extraordi­ 
nary in all respects.

A lew years after the war Ed Collins, 
a shiftless fellow of Mercer county, 
was indicted for stealing cattle. The 
case came up before Judge J. C. Wick- 
iiffe, now United States attorney here, 
then circuit judge. The trial was in 
thecourt house at Harrodsburg. Phil 
Thompson, jr., was prosecuting atto r­ 
ney, Phil Thompson, sr., and Col. T. 
C. Bell, now assistant United States 
attorney here, appeared for tho de­ 
fense. 
Ed Butts was circuit clerk. 
Collins had been a soldier in the feder­ 
al army, while every man on the jury, 
the prosecuting attorney, circuit clerk 
and the judge himself had fought for 
the confederacy. 
The witnesses were brought forward 
and a plain case of theft was made 
out against Collins. The only de­ 
pendence of the defense was the testi­ 
mony of Collins’ daughter Rose, who 
was to prove an alibi. She was a 
beautiful women, with a well rounded 
figure, deep black eyes, a complexion 
in which the hues of health sat beaute­ 
ous^ enthroned, and black hair that 
swept unconfintd almost to the floor 
in long waves. She was made to tell 
her story for all it was worth, and 
Colonel Bell made a touching plea, ap­ 
pealing to the sympathies of the jury 
for a beautiful woman in distress with 
all tho power of language he could 
summon. 
But the veterans of Donel 
son and Shiloh were unmoved. 
Then old Phil Thompson laid him­ 
self out to mystify them and raise a 
doubt of the prisoner’s guilt, and he, 
too, finally began to appeal to their 
gallantry. 
In the midst of a glowing 
sentence, however, he found the jury 
yawning, looking out of the window 
and wholly inattentive. Breaking off 
his pathos, the old lawyer leaned back 
on the table a moment eyed the jury 
quizzically with a humorous twinkle 
in his eye, and said: 
“Look here, gentlemen, this stealing 
was done during the war, and you 
can’t do anything with am an for that. 
You, Tom Mundy!” he continued, 
turning and pointing to the foreman 
of the jury, a strapping big Kentuck­ 
ian; “don’t you remember that sheep 
you stole in Powell’s valley? 
You 
can’t convict Ed Collins. 
There was 
a general waking up of the jury, and a 
smile went round. 
And you, Dan 
Bond; you know that horse you stole 
from Lord Alexander in the spring of 
1862? 
You can’t send a man to 
prison for stealing cattle.” 
The smile broke into an open guffaw 
in one or two places, and half a doz­ 
en men on the back seats stood up. 
As the old man took up the jury 
one by one and recalled his shortcom­ 
ing* the laughter became general and 
continuous. Finally he said: “And 
there’s my Phil. 
Wasn’t he one of 
Morgan's worst horse-thicvee? What 
can he say against Ed Collins? And 
you, Ed Butts; you remember that 
raid on that old Yankee sympathizer 
in east Tennessee? And can you raise 
your voice against him? And hi* hon­ 
or on the bench, if the truth were

” But the rest of the se n ­ 
tence was drowned in a shout ol 
laughter and uproar of applause that 
shook the buildin,?. 
The jury was out t*-n minutes and 
they brought in a verdict of acquittal. 


Som e of Liszt’s* E ccentricities. 
The Abbe Liszt’s youth was one of 
wild adventure. At the age of 23 he 
eloped with the young Countess d’ 
Agoult and lived with her during sev­ 
eral year* in a pretty villa on the 
shores of Lake Geneva. 
Bhe bore 
him several children, among others 
Cosinia, who married first the pianist 
Hans von Bulow, from whom she ob­ 
tained a divorce to marry Richard 
Wagner. Another daughter now dead 
married M. Emile Olivier, the Prime 
Minister of France at the time of the 
declaration of war against Germany 
in 1870. 
The Countess d’ Agoult, 
who L better known by her nom de 
plume of Daniel Stern, who is reputed 
to have been the most utterly deprav­ 
ed woman of the century, suddenly 
left him to become the mistress of 
Emile de Girardin. Liszt, almost bro­ 
ken-hearted by her desertion recom­ 
menced his travels,giving pcriormances 
in all the capitals of Europe. Being, 
however, of a very impressionable na­ 
ture, he became deeply attached to 
two married ladies, one of whom was 
a Russian and the other a German 
princt >*, Bagn Wittgenstein. The lat­ 
ter, after a great deal of difficulty, ob­ 
tained a divorce from her husband, 
which was granted on the very day on 
w hich the Russian lady became a wid­ 
ow. Liszt, having solemnly promised 
marriage to each of them separately, 
was now at hi* wits’ end, and in de­ 
spair apr#aled t o his friend and pat ron 
Cardinal Hohenlohe, far assistance. 
Acting on the latter’s advice he solv­ 
ed the difficulty by entering the priest­ 
hood, and probably with a view of es­ 
caping from the just vengeance of two 
ladies. 
The Abbe Liszt afterwards 
did many foolish things, which were 
the more remarkable because they 
were done in the shadow of the 
sanctuary. When he went to live at 
Rome one of his relations (who be­ 
came a cardinal) 
invited him to 
stay at the Vatican. He at once 
sent out 
visiting 
cards 
right 
and left 
worded thus: 
“L’Abbe 
Liszt, 
au 
Vatican.” 
Accordingly 
there was seen a group of pretty girls, 
their hair disheveled, running with 
visiting cards to “L’Abbe Liszt, au 
Vatican.” 
Wh en he was compelled 
to leave the Vatican he went to the 
Dominicans at Monte Mario, but in a 
short while the monks there declined 
the honor of having in their abode 
this Louis XIV. of the piano 
Liszt 
was spoiled by ignorance and pride 
and believed himself to be more than 
a man, whereas, except at the piano, 
he was less than a woman.—New 
Y'ork World. 
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C alifornia and F lorid a llo n o y . 
It may not be known to many that 
California is favored with a growth 
of foliage especially adapted for the 
growth of honey. The finest produced 
in that state is a clear white, very 
sweet and rich. It is the product of 
the white sage, with which Southern 
California is 
abundantly supplied. 
The next In quality is from the su­ 
mac. This is of a light amber hue, 
and is also sweet, with a very fine fla­ 
vor. Another class of honey is pro­ 
duced from the tar weed. This is 
rather dark In color, and has a bitter­ 
ish taste. For this reason it is not so 
well liked as the other varieties men­ 
tioned, and at times is scarcely sala­ 
ble. The flavor of the California hon­ 
ey is entirely different from that pro­ 
duced in New 5 ox*k state and \ icimty, 
where the white clover is the main 
source of supply for the bees to work 
upon. Consequently it finds a market 
among those who prefer a rich and 
sweet article for their own use, the 
white-sage honey having also a fine 
consistency which at times is much de­ 
sired. The New York Mail and Ex­ 
press, to which we are indebted for 
the above facts, says also that within 
a short time a few bee culturists have 
tried Florida as a honey-producing 
state. The success which lias attended 
their efforts 
has induced 
others 
to 
engage 
in 
the 
enterprise. 
It 
is 
expected 
that 
one 
of 
the finest honeys ever produced will 
bo soon in the markets for general 
sale. The transplanted bees have 
taken a great fancy to the orange 
blossom, and from it produce a honey 
very delicious in flavor. At present 
the Florida orange-blossom honey is 
a novelty, and commands ns good 
price* as any brought to the New 
York market. If there i s anything m 
a name, orange-blossom honey ougtit 
to command a good price. 


Rev. Thomas Ewing Sherman, of the 
Society of Jesus, who has just been 
appointed professor of rhetoric in the 
Jesuit college at Detroit, is spending 
August at Georgetown university, in 
West 
Washington, writes a corre­ 
spondent of the New York World. His 
life reads like a romance. A few years 
ago he was ono of the most dashing 
and popular young men in Washing­ 
ton society. His father was general of 
the armies of the United States and 
almost doted on the promising young 
man. A bright worldly future was be­ 
fore him. His uncle, the senator, was 
to initiate him into politics, and soon, 
it was expected by his fond father, the 
boy would be adding luster to the 
Sherman name. He had graduated 
from the classical department of the 
Georgetown college with highest hon­ 
ors. He was handsome, manly, full 
of animal life, and apparently devot­ 
ed to social pleasures. There was 
even some talk of hi* intended mar­ 
riage to a young lady of Cincinnati. 
At this juncture, however, when his 
parents and friends expected him to 
settle down and come out a brilliant 
future, all the Washington world was 
shocked by the announcement that 
young Thomas had made up his mind 
to forsake the world, don the Jesuit 
cassock,and take the vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience. At first the 
report was ridiculed, as young Bher- 
man had never shown any marked re­ 
ligious tendencies, but on the contrary, 
had exhibited that spirit of religious 
indifference which characterizes the 
young man of to-day. Still the report 
proved true. All at once Sherman 
disappeared 
from 
the 
drawing­ 
rooms of the elite, 
and 
inquiries 
for him dieted the fact that he 
had gone to the 
Jesuit novitiate 
to 
make preparations for 
enter­ 
ing the priesthood. It is said that a 
religious retreat at Georgetown had 
much to do with his change of life. 
The college is under the charge of the 
Jesuits, and Sherman, who hail been 
educated there, naturally had an »f- 
fection for Ins teachers, though while 
under them there had been no mention 
of his entering the ministry. This re­ 
treat, which he took partin with zeal, 
was followed by the announcement 
that he was about to join the Jesuit 
order. It may be imagined that the

fond father. How great the shock 
was only the Sherman family circle 
know, but certain it it that the old 
general was never quite the same af­ 
terward. He ti ied todis.-uade his son 
from the step contemplated by every

T he Concord G rape. 


Springfield Republican. 
The horticulturists of Boston and 
vicinity, held a meeting recently to 
commemorate the introduction of the 
Concord grape, and a testimonial wa 
bestowed upon E. W. Bull, of Concord, 
through whose experiments this far- 
famed grape originated. Mr. Bull told 
the story of the grape in this wise: 
“You ask me how 1 got the Concord? 
At t lie foot of a wooded hill with a 
south aspect, a wooded soil and shel­ 
ter from all winds coming from the 
north of east and of west,the hill com­ 
ing down to the road at Hawthorne s 
‘Wayside’ on the west and to the 
same road about 1,«>0U feet east of the 
‘Wayside,’ forming an amphitheater 
of which the road formed the chord— 
all the conditions favorable to the 
grape being present, I expected to 
grow grapes to perfection without dif­ 
ficulty, but this hope was doomed to 
disappointment; the late and early 
frosts incident to the valley of the 
Concord made it impossible to ripen 
any grape then in cultivation. Tiie 
thought occurred to me that it might 
be possible to improve the native 
grape by reproduction by seed, and I 
looked about for the best grape which 
met tho necessary conditions of hardi­ 
ness, vigorous growth, size of berry 
and bunch, early ripening, and, with 
these conditions, 
as 
good flavor 
as the wild grape affords. At the 
foot 
of 
the 
hill 
before 
men­ 
tioned a woodland path, leading to 
the river, debouched into the open 
space, and there I found an accidental 
seedling, which in 1843 boro its first 
crop. It was very full of fruit, hand­ 
some and sweet, and the whole cro p - 
dead ripe—had fallen to the ground 
before August went out. Here was 
my opportunity. 
I planted these 
grapes at once and got many vines, 
most of them harsh and wild, hut one 
of them bore a single bunch which I 
found ripe on the ISth of September, 
1849, six years from the sowing 
of the seed. This was the Concord. 
When 
I 
found 
that 
I 
had 
a t­ 
tained such a gratifying success at 
a leap, so to speak, I resolved to 
continue my efforts, m the hope of es­ 
tablishing the vineyard in Massachu- 
setts, which had been found impossi­ 
ble up to that time 
In this I have 
succeeded, and in establishing a strain 
ot seedlings giving new grapes to the 
country almost yearly. The marvel­ 
ous success of the Concord, its adapt­ 
ability to all soils and climates where 
grapes can be grown, its patient en­ 
durance of neglect, its wonderful fer­ 
tility in ordinary soils, and its habit 
of giving the country seedlings of val­ 
ue justify and explain the general ao- 
ceptance and foreshadow the time 
when we shall have, of our own stock, 
grapes equal to those of Europe.”

Monday 
brought a letter‘to buy it,’ very short 
but tender as a fatted calf. 
On June 
21 I exhibited the volume at a full 
meeting of the society of antiquaries 
of London, at the same time nicknam­ 
ing it ‘The wicked bible,’ a name that 
has stuck to it ever since, though 
iix copies «,re now known,” 


S u m m e r v i l l e W o r s e o f f T h u u C h a r l e s t o n . 
Columbia, S. C., Special.—Nearly six hun­ 
dred refuges have arrived here from Sum­ 
merville, near Charleston. As soon as the 
train reached Columbia, a committee of 
citizeus, beaded by ex Gov. Thompson, 
who is on 
a visit here, 
went down 
nnd tendered them the hospitalities of 
the city. They are intensely affrighted* 
looking people. They express the utmost 
terror when talking about thedevastations 
of their town. It seems, from the state­ 
ments of Cols. Gray, Irwin, Walker, and 
others, th a t Summerville was really the 
center of the disturbance. The town suf­ 
fered oven more severely than Charleston. 
The town is depopulated, been use the re a re 
not half a dozen dwelling houses habitable. 
Col. Walker diHcrilKts most grnpfvcally t he 
ravages ol the subterranean cyclone. The 
phenomena associated with it allow no 
room for doubt that it is of volcanic origin. 
Near the village and right in the ntr«*i y 
immense fissures are to be seen. 
One of 
them, Col. Walker avows, is sixty yards 
long. 
From the cracks are imiuat-d a 
hot 
fluid of sulyburous smell. 
These 
singular 
phenomena 
have filled 
with 
tho greatest terrors 
the citizens, 
who 
are flocking to the up country for safety. 
Many of them have lost their possessions 
by the earthquake, and can never again be 
induced to return to Summerville. The 
shock is saiii to have hern much more vio­ 
lent than in Charleston, but the general 
characteristics were of course the same. In 
Hiinuntrville, however, the people rushed 
affrighted into an inky blackness and in 
t he general gloom and despair, t he w ailing of 
women, the shrieks of the children and 
frightened voices of Ihe men made up a 
scene and sounds th a t were equally dis­ 
tressing nnd appalling. As in Charleston, 
all through the night there was nothing but 
sickness, sorrow and suffering, and the con­ 
stant dread of utter annihilation. 
When 
morning dawned, the ruin nnd devasta­ 
tion were found to be complete. 
There 
w rife not a home that had not Iteen made 
desolate in a greater or I**hh degree.
